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BETTER MANAGER, PERHAPS. 


Beulah Park’s owners planned a spring 
race meeting at their Grove City plant a 
short way out of Columbus, O. Word was 
passed along from somewhere that the 
sign wasn’t right and horsemen were ad- 
vised that the meeting would not be held. 
At Akron was opened a meeting an- 
nounced to be of 18 days. It ran 6 days: 
arrests were made and the gates were 
closed by the management. A dog track 
was opened in Madison County; arrests 
were made; an injunction was sought, but 
was denied by the court, and trials have 
been set for May 31. Meanwhile the dog 
track is dark, and H. M. Foster, its man- 
ager, is saying things about Governor 
Myers Y. Cooper not likely to sweeten his 
disposition toward dog racing. In the face 
of all this, Joseph Cattarinich, of Mont- 
real, announces to horsemen through 
Daily Racing Form (Chicago) that the 
meeting scheduled for 25 days from May 
25 at Bainbridge Park, which also is in 
Ohio, near Cleveland, will be held as 
planned. Perhaps Mr. Cattarinich is the 
better manager. Subsequent happenings 
will determine that. 


INVASIONS. 


Reigh Count’s “invasion” of English 
racing thus far has not been of a character 
to disconcert our cousins across the At- 
lantic, but the claims of the French after 
Taj Mah’s victory in the One Thousand 
Guineas has annoyed them quite a bit, and 
now they are threatened with an onslaught 


‘Sones Germany. The English do not object 
so much to the taking of their prizes by 
the people of other nations, but they hate 
mightily to have the French to go into 
ecstacies over the success of a filly bred in 
Ireland and not taken to France until her 
yearling form. 

Within a short while Oleander, an out- 
standing horse will be sent from Germany 
to Newmarket to be trained by Reginald 
Day for the Jockey Club Cup and the Don- 
caster Cup, and we learn from the columns 
of The Sporting Life (London) that 
“several of the owners of the most import- 
ant studs in Germany are anxious to pit 
the best of their colts against the best 
three-year-olds in England in the English 
‘classics’ in a year or two.” 

With that object in view the Germans 
are sending to England half-dozen of their 
most promising youngsters to Trainer 
Day, who had charge of the Graditz Stud 
before the war and saddled three winners 
of the German Derby. The English press 
thinks that this raid of German bred colts 
upon the English classics will make their 
future Derbies and St. Legers “more inter- 
esting than ever, especially as the French 
owners will continue to patronize those 
races.” In further comment The Sporting 
Life says: “English owners and breeders 
may not altogether welcome this invasoin, 
though as our horses have always held 
world-wide supremacy, there is no reason 
why there should be any fears for the 
future.” 


REIGH COUNT. 

The Ascot Gold Cup is to be decided 
June 20 at the Ascot meeting. Reigh 
Count, thus far thrice defeated in Eng- 
land, is to be a runner for that great and 
trying event (2!% miles). It is his objec- 
tive—the event for which it was decided, 
before his departure from this country, 
he should be pointed. It has not been sur- 
prising that he was defeated at Lingfield, 
April 6; at Newbury, April 13, and at 
Kempton, in the Great Jubilee Handicap, 
May 11, for he had much to encounter and 
overcome in the matter of acclimatization, 
vastly changed conditions as to training 
and racing, and to become used to strange 
surroundings and, for him, unusual foot- 
ing. 

We are not in the least prophetic as to 
the outcome at Ascot, but we are hopeful 
that, with the assistance Reigh Count is 
having from the two trial horses, Impro- 
priety and Gipsy King, recently purchased 
in England by Mrs. Hertz, and his stable- 
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mate, Fair Ball, from this side of the 
water, he may win, or at least he may 
show such improvement over his previous 
races that he will come home not wholly 
discredited. 

From The Sporting Chronicle of May 
11, we get this interesting comment from 
“Old Rowley,” the Newmarket observer 
and critic for that good Manchester pub- 
lication, which indicates that the English 
have not entirely forsaken the American 
champion of 1928: 

One of the best gallops bearing on tomor- 
row’s race I have seen recently was that of 
Reigh Count. The American horse was sent a 
rattling mile and a quarter with Impropriety 
and Gipsy King, and although he did not 
come out of the spin with honors, his per- 
formance satisfied me that he is finding his 
form. 

Gipsy King was always galloping just a 
little too well for Michell’s colt, but perhaps 
it will be well to remember that he may have 
been conceding a fair amount of weight all 
round, 

Fair Ball, who was also in the gallop ran 
very fast at the last Newmarket meeting, 
but was beaten a long way in Wednesday's 
spin. 

IT shall hold to my opinion that before long 

we shall see the smart side of Reigh Count. 
He has something to do tomorrow, but it 
would be a great “come back” were he to be 
returned the winner, and I shall not put him 
altogether out of the argument. 

The day after the “Jubilee” the com- 
ment of the British writers was that Reigh 
Count was involved in a mix-up and was 
trapped next to the rail with no means of 
escape until the leading three were well 
on their way. 

Mrs. Hertz has announced that it is 
planned to have Reigh Count home in time 
to close his racing career in the contest 
for the City and Suburban Handicap (114, 
miles, $7,500 added) which is to be run 
as the feature of the last day of the meet- 
ing at Arlington Park. It is intended that 
Reigh Count shall enter the stud at Leona 
Stock Farm, near Chicago, in 1930. 


CLAIMING RACES. 


We agree with The Cincinnati Enquirer 
that “the rule in Kentucky, which limits 
claiming to owners of horses in a race, is 
just and fair,” and we think, as The En- 
quirer also does, “that it is more than 
likely that the Maryland Racing Commis- 
sion will in due time change the rule to 
conform with the one now existing in 
Kentucky.” Such action on the part of the 
governors of the Turf in Maryland would 
be in the nature of a response to the appeal 
of horsemen racing in that State for pro- 
tection against depletion of their strings 
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by men who come from other points to 


claim their horses and take them away to 
tracks in Canada and in the West where 
the original owners have practically no 
opportunity to regain the horses so taken. 


HORSES AND HEALTH. 


From time to time THE BLOOD-HORSE 
has called attention to the advantages in 
health to be gained by activity with horses 
at race courses, on breeding farms, on 
bridle paths, in hunt clubs, and in riding 
academies. We have told how Col. E. R. 
Bradley came into racing on the advice of 
a physician, and how many others have 
been similarly directed and benefitted. We 
now have it from Daily Racing Form that 
B. S. Cutler, many times a millionaire, has 
been granted license to train his own 
horses and is enjoying the work to the 
fullest at Belmont Park. Slogan: Buy a 
horse and laugh at the undertaker. 


SPOKE OUT OF TURN. 

The Florida preacher, unquestionably 
a loose talker, and evidently a fanatic, who 
charged that “gamblers in Bimini, Cuba, 
Mexico, Hawaii, New York and other 
places” were sending “hundreds of thous- 
ands of dollars” to Tallehasse to “cor- 
rupt the Legislature” into enacting a law 
favorable to betting on horse races under 
the pari-mutuel system, has very properly 
been called upon to produce proof. Nu- 
merous preachers in the past have made 
unfounded charges of similar nature and 
this cleric perhaps figures he can do the 
same. 


PRICE TOO HIGH. 


It has been going the rounds of the press 
in the form of a dispatch from Fort Lau- 
derdale, Florida, that the Pompano racing 
grounds have been sold “to a New York 
syndicate for a consideration said to ex- 
ceed $1,900,000,” and that the track “will 
be remodeled and made ready for a 30- 
days meeting next winter.” The price as 
stated is too high, much too high, for what 
is there and for what, if anything, is likely 
to be gathered on the Pompano grounds 
for many, many years. No, we think 
someone has slipped a cog. 


THE DIVIDING LINE.

BLOOD DID TELL. 


Under this caption, The Commercial 
Appeal (Memphis), May 21, published an 
endorsement of the Kentucky Derby, and 
so, of horse racing, as a means of deter- 
mining the quality of the breed and the 
strength of the blood, which we wish could 
be read by all persons who look upon the 
Thoroughbred horse as merely a gamblers’ 
tool, failing to see in him a national asset, 
and failing or refusing to recognize racing 
as an institution necessary to the support 
of establishments from which the nation 
draws the strength of an important arm 
for its defense and, too, for one of its 
major assets in commercial circles. The 
editorial is as follows: 

BLOOD DID TELL 

During a whole year thousands of people 
in these United States waited for the thrill of 
two minutes that would come during the run- 
ning of the Kentucky Derby. These thou- 
sands stood rain souked at the Louisville race 
track oblivious to everything else than the 
fleeting hoofs of «a score of more or less aris- 
tocratically bred horses. It is not alone the 
chance of winning money that makes this 
annual contest of speed arrest the attention 
of a whole nation. There are many whose in- 
terest is fixed on the event through their be- 
lief that the strain of blood will tell in horses 
as in all other forms of life. 

The pure-bred cow gives more and richer 
milk, the pure-bred song bird has a clearer 
and more inspiring note and even the pure- 
bred fighting dog has more of courage and 
ability in his jungle viciousness. Even the 
pure-blooded human will average higher as 
to those of a lower strain. So it is that race 
track enthusiasts justify their support of 
horse racing on the ground that it is a test of 
blood. 

Within a few seconds more than the two 
minutes’ time the three-vear-old son of Man 
o’ War galloped easily to vietory on a track 
that was heavy with mud. It will be recalled 
that Man o’ War was the greatest piece of 
horseflesh ever foaled. Thousands in sight 
of the race and millions in hearing were in- 
terested to know whether or not blood would 
tell. It did. A hundred years of breeding 
culminated in two minutes of victory. It 
was worth it.

“In The National Turf Digest, of America, T read 
the following: ‘When he first went over, English 
writers were inclined to treat Reigh Count’s Gold 
Cup pretensions with derision. Not so now. They 
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are talking of him with high respect.

That is to say, when Reigh Count arrived he 
was received here with awe and fear. When he first 
ran (and lost) in England he started a hot favorite. 
When he ran again (and lost) five horses were pre- 
ferred to him by the backers. So vou see how the 
American public are educated, not only as to detail, 
but as to the British attitude towards an ‘invader’, 
As a matter of fact, evervbody here is loud in praise 
of Mrs. John D. Hertz’ enterprise in’ sending her 
crack on so long a journey to try his merits against 
our Thoroughbreds. He is a welcome guest.”

OPEN TO ALL COMERS. 

“Qur French friends will not cease to exult for some 
time that, with Mr. Simon Guthmann’s Tay Mah, 
they captured the One Thousand Guineas so 
took a prize of between £7,000 and £8,000 across the 
Channel,” says “Rapier” in The Illustrated Sporting 
and Dramatic News (London) May 11. “They ae- 
claim it a French victory, even though Taj Mah was 
foaled in Ireland and kept there until she was sent 
to Deauville te be sold by auction for 250,000 francs 
to her present delighted owner. Her sire, Lemberg, 
was our Derby winner of 1910 (after losing the Two 
Thousand Guineas, by the way, by a head), and her 
dam Taj Mahal was a daughter of The Tetrarch., 
Still. they will elaim it a French victory, which re- 
minds us that we can never mnake successful elaim 
to a victory in one or other of the French classic 
races, because they do not throw them open, as we 
do ours, to the world. Some of my friends are in- 
dignant that we should go in for Free ‘Trade on the 
Turf instead of Protection, but Tam sure our Jockey 
Club is right about this. We can afford to. risk 
French conquests our classic races—Taj Mah’s 
Was the first since Durbar Il in the Derby of 1914— 
because by leaving them open to all) comers our 
horses and our bloodstock generally must inevitably 
gain in prestige. It is the reason, in fact, why the 
French, when they challenge, are seeking to secure 
that prestige which the winning of one or other of 
our Classic races most emphatically endows.” 

This same writer is of the opinion that he “never 
saw a worse field for the 1000 Guineas.” and coments 
that the winner Taj Mah, and the third Ellanvale 
were “rabbits” in the matter of stature. Continuing 
he says: “IT have no recollection of seeing such a 
pony us Taj Mah in the unsaddling enclosure im- 
mediately after this race. Obviously she must be 
wonderfuliv good for what there is of her, and I 
should be the last to suggest that she did not thor- 
oughly deserve her success; for she owed it to her 
speed that she kept her place, and then to her cour- 
age that she would not let Sister Anne and Ellanvale 
head her in the closing stages.” 


“CATCHING THEM YOUNG.” 

“In every sport the United States ‘catehing 
them voung’ and training them as they should grow,” 
writes “Exile” an) Englishman sojourning this 
country, to The Sporting Chronicle” (Manchester), 
and this reminds us that Chaffee Karl, owner of 
Nalshapur and Jim Dandy, is barely more than 21 
vears old, a college graduate and married. Continuing 
his comment, “exile.” says: 


“Mrs. Thomas Hitchcock, M.F.H.. of the Aiken 


Hounds, some vears ago instituted a polo school, 
mainly for the sons of wealthy folks like herself. 
“It operated during the long winter months on 
her winter estate in South Carolina with remarkable 
results, and now comes a series of golf and sporting 
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clybs for voungsters of both sexes between the ages 
of seven and sixteen vears. Here they will have com- 
petent tutors, and promising prospects will be con- 
siderably pushed along.

INSURING DOGS. 

By way of adding to the store of information about 
animal insurance, we publish the following from The 
Sporting Chronicle (Manchester), which is from the 
pen of H. Winstanley, who is said to have made an 
exhaustive study of insurance, and which was 
prompted by the suggestion that there be compul- 
sory insurance of grevhounds racing in England. 

“Tt may interest vour readers,” he says, “if T relate 
the ON} rience of the underwriters who have handled 
the insurance of racing grevhounds since activity in 
this class of risk began about the middle of 1927. 

“At that time the premium was £5 per cent. per 
annum, In oa few months’ time claims began to 
roll in at an ever-increasing rate, and in’ February, 
1928. the underwriters at Llovds, known as the H. 
B.S. group, were compelled to raise the premium to 
per cent, 

“Still the clams grew. and in July, 1928, a further 
increase to £LO per cent. took place. In the latter 
part of 1928 the eclatms assumed alarming propor- 
tions, and finally the H. B.S. group of Llovds under- 
writers ceased to insure racing greyhounds after the 
end of November 

“A fresh group, known as the G. L. group. was 
formed subsequently, and these underwriters have 
since subscribed to what is ealled the Pedigree Dog 
Poliey, the premium being £10 per cent. 

“The market, however, is very. restricted at) the 
present time, and no grevhound can be insured for 
more than £200. The insurable value of a racing 
grevhound is generally calculated as the purchase 
price paid, plus 60 per cent. of the prize money won 
in the last twelve months, subject to the maximum 
of £200, of course. 

“No dog can be insured for more than its purchase 
price until it has won prize-money, and no animal is 
aecepted under 15 months or over five vears of age.”

THE LAW ON SLANDER. 

At Louisville, May 24. Guy Thurman, grocer, was 
brought ito Police Court on a charge of violating 
the WNentucky law against slander by that 
Ben Snyder, department store owner, had contracted 
leprosy and had been sent from Louisville to a 


colony Where sufferers from this disease are quaran- 


tined. Judge Starck set the ease for hearing May 29, 
and shook hands with Mr. Young as did also many 
other persons in the court room by way of congratu- 
lating him on his step to “stamp out slander in 
Louisville.” What a fine thing it would be if the 
wagging of the tongues of slinderers at and about the 
race tracks in and out of Kentucky could be stopped. 
Thousands of baseless and character straining reports 
are passed about from mouth to mouth about people 
of the Turf. For the benefit of those who have 
suffered such besmirching, the Iaw under which Ben 
Snyder has proceeded against Guy Thurman is 
printed here, as follows: 

“That any person who shall wilfully, knowingly or 
maliciously repeat or communicate to any person or 
persons a false rumor or report of a slanderous or 
harmful nature or which may be detrimental to the 
character or standing of such other person or per- 
sons, Whether such person is a private citizen or 
officer or candidate for office, shall be deemed guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction shall be fined 
not less than ten (810.00) than 
one hundred dollars ($100.00), or imprisoned not less 
than ten (10) days or more than fifty (50) days, or 
both so fined and imprisoned for each offense. And 
the persons so repeating or scattering such report or

KENTUCKY DERBY AFTERMATH 


AUL PORTER, member of The Lexington Herald 

stall, hopped Into a lenr a few minutes after the 
result of the Kentucky Derby was known and motored 
out to Clyde Van Dusen’s Few Acres) Farm, on 
Todd's Road, and he came back with this to delight 
The Herald's readers Sunday morning: 

“Yos, Suh! [just knew he was goin’ to do it. 
When that radio man says, ‘It’s pour’ down up 
here, [says to Mack that it’s all over now. Ain't he 
a great) hoss?” 

John Henry Dishman was all smiles after the 
Derby vesterday afternoon. Every few minutes he 
would break out unrestained laughter, his white teeth 
always visible. Shapping his thigh, he would exclaim, 
“Yes, suh!” + 

John is a colored emplove on the farm of Clyde 
Van Dusen, whose equine namesake galloped through 
a sea of mud Saturday to become one of the Immor- 
tals—a Derby winner. John had fed and cared for 
the little chestnut gelding since the horse was foaled 
on the Few Acres Farm, three miles from Lexington 
on the Todd's road. So after the race Was run ves- 
terday, John and his fellow emplove, Mack Williams, 
who were left behind to look after things on Mr. 
Van Dusen’s 100-acre Thoroughbred farm, celebrated 
the victory by escorting two newspaper men to a 
pasture to pay homage to the dam of the Derby 
winner, Unele’s Lassie, a stalwart chestnut mare that 
foaled Clyde Van Dusen at Few Acres Farm. 

“Come here, honey,” John called to the mare affec- 
tionately. “You're famous now. Let. me tell you 
what vour little son did this afternoon,” and he led 
the handsome Thoroughbred nearer the visitors. 

“Wouldn't she be proud if she knew that she was 
the mother of a Derby winner?” one of the visitors 
remarked to John. 

“Why, of course she knows,” John replied. “Didn't 
you just hear me tell her?” 

BURRIS JENKINS, JR’S, STUNT. 

Buris Jenkins, Jr.. the cartoonist, fixed up a layout 
with a rhymed telegram from Man o° War to Clyde 
Van Dusen the day before the Derby. telling Clyde, 
among other things: 

Laiddie remember wherever you are 
You carry the blood of Man o War 

And Clyde's reply came back the Monday 

papers, telling Man o’ War, among other things: 
Now dad if a favorite son you are choosin’ 
I humbly suggest to you Clyde Van Dusen 

The stunt in its entirety did not appear to The 
Louisville Times, which criticised it editorally As 
follows: 

“Nothing intoxicates like suecess. Burris Jenkins, 
Jr. who wrote a capital topieal poem in the form of 
Man o° War's advice to his son, reversed his form 
when he followed that lucky performance, two days 
after the Derby, with ‘Sure Dad. containing such 
shambling, shabby lines as the following: 

No doubt by this time you have heard the boys say 
What a son of yours did to them last Saturday. 

“There are more, and if possible worse, examples 
of hurry and seurry, without enough modesty to oc- 
casion worry. Such slush as this: 

Oh, come now, Pad, and get down from your 
shelf 
Just be your age and get wise to yourself. 

“Robert Burns Wilson wrote ‘Remember the 

Maine,’ for delivery in New York three days after

the tragedy in Havana harbor. James Gordon Ben- 
nett paid him $1,700 for it. in a period in which 
syndicate selling had not developed to the point. at 
which the buyer need not care what he paid, because 
reselling would cover the cost. But Wilson wrote 
under the inspiration of patriotie emotion. 

“Mr. Jenkins’ poem published Derby Day was not 
a stunt that could be duplicated ‘over Sunday’.”

(the aforesaid town being Ghent, Kentucky) and 
whose stories and songs under the general caption 
“Tang of the South” are always enjoved wherever 
read, is the author of the following: 

Fair Play, the father of Man o° War, on hearing 
of a» poem from Man o° War to his son, Clyde Van 
Dusen, speaks: 

I've just heard a poem from Man o' War, 

To his son, Van Dusen, for running far 

And fast and faney und getting the dough, 
Well, it ain't so strange that it happend = so, 
For Tam the daddy of Man o’ War, 

And for Clyde Van Dusen, I'm his grand-par,

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LETTER FROM H. W. DUNN. 


Writing from his home at Ogden, Utah, under date 
May 22, H. W. Dunn, who for the last several years 
has made annual visits to Kentucky to buy Thor- 
oughbreds for use as sires on farm mares for the pro- 
duction of a better grade of general purpose horses, 
and also jacks for the the production of mules, sys: 

“Have just finished the last two issues of THe 
Bioop-Horsk and I think it is an extremely interest- 
ing sheet. I have read every line, including all of 
the ads, and I assure you I look forward to receiving 
Tue Bioop-Horsk the same as I would an old time 
friend. 

“Our mule business has been excellent and IT have 
just shipped a lot of stock to St. Louis since coming 
home from Kentucky. 

“IT spent five weeks in California this past winter 
and had a thoroughly good time at Tijuana. Mr. 
Normile was very courteous to me and he made my 
stay as pleasant as he could. Of course, I don’t know 
what, you think about Naishapur, this good son of 
*Omar Khayyam. I watched him in his three races 
at Tijuana last winter, and while he is the slowest 
horse I ever saw to commence, he has the most won- 
derful burst of speed in the stretch’ I ever saw. 

“For the Tijuana Derby Mr. Normile layed me 
300 to 100 and then I took 250 to 100, and I want 
to tell you that my heart stopped beating the first 
quarter of a mile of this race. I am not a bettor, 
as you know. Naishapur was last by 20 lengths the 
first quarter, but at the head of the stretch, when the 
boy asked him the question, he looked like something 
falling from heaven. He literally ran over horses and 
finished going away by two open lengths and the 
boy had his head in his lap. Watch this horse. 

“We all enjoyed getting the Kentucky Derby ‘on 
the air,’ but I wish that it could be brought about 
for the announcer to be a man who understands Thor- 
oughbred language; one who can use the talk of the 
race track and can describe a race intelligently next 
year. It would help wonderfully. His description 
was terrible, he talked about everything but the vital 
parts of this race. I think he would be a good 
preacer and he could describe a baseball game and 
perhaps a prize fight, but to work before the ‘mike’ 
in the greatest sporting event of this whole country 
it was surely a bust. 

“T want to get to Kentucky in September as T want 
to spend a couple of months the same as I did last 
year. You have all treated me so nice there, of 
course, I want to get back again.” 


LIKES CHESTNUT OAK. 

One of the keen observers of racing at the Metro- 
politan tracks writes THe Brioop-Horse under date 
May 23, as follows: “I think we found a good 3-vear- 
old at Belmont vesterday. He belongs to the Oak-~ 
ridge Stable and is called Chestnut Oak.

At the dispersal of the Kingsfield Stud in Australia, 
42 mares brought a total of $105,000, average approxi- 
mately $2,500. The 17-year-old stalhon Rossendale, 
by St. Frusquin—Menda, by Gallinule. was sold to 
J. Foster, Cullengoral Stud, Gulgong, for $47,500, the 
second highest price ever to have been paid in 
Australia for a Thoroughbred stallion, Carbine having 
been the highest at $67,500. Rossendale stands at 
$1,600. He was fourth on the list of sires last season 
and second the season just ended. His get are in 
great demand.
